PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE 
JENNIFER TURCHIN, AIA 


Welcome to December everyone! It has been a whirlwind of a year cumulating with our great Holiday Gala last week - if 

you missed it; you missed out, so make sure to get the 2019 celebration on your calendar! As is typical at this time of 

year, our local АТА board will be completing the changing of the guard, so this will be my last message before turning 

over this column to your 2019 President - Dwayne Eshenbaugh, АТА. With my last message, I would like to bring 

attention to an article on the AIA National website that was particularly meaningful to me as both an Architect and as 
an environmentalist in the wake of the devastating fires in California. 


The science is real, and we are suffering the consequences of a warming planet causing things like wildfires, droughts, 


floods, mass extinction of species, and disease. Both the Intergovernmental Panel on Climate Change (IPCC) and 
the Global Climate Action Summit agree that we have only 12 years to make any real change to slow down global 


warming with an immediate need to curb our carbon emissions in the next 12 months! ATA National has a position

paper on where we stand as a profession, but they've also provided a four-step road map to what you can do at your firm, in your life and for your 
community. 


We hosted the AIA+2030 Education Series in 2012 to train our local community on actively helping our members be part of the climate 
change solution. Emissions caused by НУАС, lighting, and other energy fueled operations is our biggest building issue to tackle. Architects 
can design envelope improvements and system efficiencies to reduce emissions. In 2017 alone, architects tracking building energy use 
reduced their predicted carbon emissions by 17.8 million metric tons of carbon dioxide per year equal to planting 21 million acres of forest. 


2. Adapt and retrofit existing buildings 


“Тһе greenest building is one that's already built according to Carl Elefante, ҒАТА, 2018 АТА President. Demolition and new construction 
both come with a large carbon footprint. For buildings already in place, architects can assist with critical energy retrofits while preserving the 
charms and amenities that cannot be achieved affordably with new construction. 


3. Select carbon-smart materials 
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Manufacturing steel and concrete results in massive global warming 
impact. To reduce carbon in new construction, we need to work on 
optimizing systems through technology like BIM to ensure we aren't 
specifying more material than is needed for the job. This is especially 
important with materials like steel, aluminum and concrete. 


4. Pursue renewable energy 

After designing buildings to reduce emissions, renewable energy can be 
used to further offset the ongoing energy use of a building. This doesnt 
need to just include solar panels - it can also include energy procurement, 
green energy contracts, and site specific strategies such as wind power, 
micro-turbines, or heat capturing technology. 


We are too far down this track to fully reverse the impacts of climate 
change, but it is our responsibility as architects to guide our teams and 
clients towards resilient design that respects the environment. This 
strategy not only helps globally, but also can help with local disasters that 
proliferate our nightly news cycles.

THE 2018 AIA NEVADA DISTINGUISHED SERVICE AWARD RECIPIENTS 


AIA Nevada honors the achievements of exceptional AIA members and firms through our annual awards program. It is designed to recognize the 
significant contributions made to the profession and to the larger community through the various levels of AIA membership. The jurors for this year’s 
awards were Prescott Muir, FAIA, Prescott Muir Architects, Salt Lake City, UT, James Horn, AIA, Spears Horn Architects, Santa Fe, New Mexico, and 
Tania Salgado, FAIA, Handprint Architects, Denver Colorado. 


The jury deliberated on the submittal packages in each category on October 29th, based on the documents as measured against the award criteria. 
There was strong competition for every award so the jury had to carefully assess the criteria in order to judge who presented the most compelling case 
under the metrics. 


AIA Nevada Silver Medal - Presented to R. Brandon Sprague, AIA 

This is the highest honor that the АТА Nevada Chapter can bestow upon an individual. It is given in recognition of the most distinguished 
service to the profession of architecture and a significant body of work of lasting influence on the theory and practice of architecture in the 
state of Nevada. No more than one award is given in any year. 


The jury felt his submittal demonstrated the intent of the awards for a distinguished career in service to the profession 
coupled with a significant body of widely recognized work. Though Mr. Sprague’s firm, APTUS is just 15 years old, over 
this short period, they have received thirteen AIA design awards. The jury noted not only his service to AIA Las Vegas 
as past President but also his community by mentoring of students both at VoTech High School and the UNLV School 
of Architecture. He has dedicated much service to public libraries, environmental stewardship and city master-planning.
